In  offering  this  new  Glad  to  the  public,  I 
wanted  to  be  sure  of  the  color  description, 
so  last  summer  I  sent  a  dozen  spikes  to  Mr. 
Isaac  Sharps,  the  well-known  artist.  Mr. 
Sh  arps  is  classed  as  an  expert  on  nature 
subjects.  His  letter  follows: 

New  Hampton,  N.  J. 

Aug.  31,  ’33. 

Dear  Mr.  Burd: 

1  have  been  studying  your  new  Glad,  “Star¬ 
dust,”  and  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  longer  I 
look  at  it,  the  better  I  like  it.  Its  beautiful  vel¬ 
vety  crimson,  a  rose  red  inclining  to  purple,  has 
a  softness  and  charm  all)  its1  own.  The  throat  of 
the  flower  is  of  a  delicate  ivory  tint,  and  has  the 
softness  of  pastel  coloring.  Coming  through  the 
center  of  the  petals  is  a  pure  bright  red  in  rather 
broad  markings,  blending  away  to  the  extreme 
edges  of  the  petals  in  a  delicate  purple  tint.  Your 
new  Glad  has  what  artists  are  pleased  to  call, 
“latent  color,”  that  is,  the  more  the  color  is  looked 
at,  the  more  color  is  seen.  This  quality  is  an  en¬ 
during  charm,  and  I  predict  this  new  creation, 
evolved  from  nature’s  vast  storehouses  of  beauty, 
will  win  many  friends  among  growers  of  these 
beautiful  flowers.

Have  made  the 
same  crosses  as  have  already  produced  some  of 
the  finest  varieties  in  the  world  and  many  others. 
In  planting  this  seed  and  in  growing  on  the  bulbs 
you  stand  as*  good  a  chance  as  anyone  of  securing 
outstanding  seedlings.  Every  seed  that  grows  will 
produce  a  flower  different  from  any  other  gladiolus 
in  existence.  Every  seed  of  gladiolus  is  different. 
Even  if  you  don’t  get  world  beaters  you  will  get 
some  that  you  will  like.  And  you  can  show  them 
to  your  friends  as  something  no  one  has  ever  seen 
before. 

This  is  not  common  seed  saved  from  ordinary 
cheap  varieties  but  is  a  result  of  crossing  the  new¬ 
est  and  finest  varieties  in  existence  today.  I  have 
only  a  limited  supply  <of  seed.  I  am  planting  half 
of  it  myself  and  will  sell  the  rest. 

I  sell  it  only  on  condition  that  if  you  secure 
outstanding  seedlings,  and  if  you  wish  to  sell  them 
at  a  good  price,  that  you  will  give  me  first  chance 
to  buy  them.
